Of all the New 
Hampshire beaches it is the one to 
which the rush of transient visitors 
is made. Noith Hampton and Rye, 
more modest and) less sought by the 
"madding (rowd," take UP<J» 
them- 


selves the dignity of family resorts 
and the quiet, home-like attractions 
ol cottage lite and Summer hotel res- 
idence oi those who 
come 
hither 


from their city homes to enjoy at the 
seashore a continuation of home com- 
forts through vacation season. This 
is more particularly the case with 
these latter beaches; but Hampton 
has also its cottages and the pleas- 
ures oil cottage life, to which each 
season come many good people. 


The beach nearest Portsmouth is 


Wallis Sands, and it was the spend- 
ing ot Independence Day at that re- 
sort that suggested 
this 
writing. 


Twenty minutes' ride through pretty 
scenery and costing but 
a 
nickel, 


takes us from Portsmouth to Lang's 
Corner, andt a carriage ride or a 
walk of a mile further brings us to 
the Sands. We can find conveyance 
by applying at Finder's stoi & at the 
Corner. 


With the former boys of Ports- 


mouth, Wallis Sands was a place- for 
picnics, camping, gunning and gener- 
al beach enjoyment. 
It 
had 
no 


houses, and only sand dunes bordered 
it. We used to think its name came 
from the sand dunes, 
though 
who 


"Wallis" was we never troubled our 
minds to learn. Does any one know? 
These piles of sand are stretched all 
along the shore, making a sea-wall 
some fifteen or more feet in height. ] 
They are still there—but what a dif- 
terence now! Some thirty years ago 
Lafayette Butler obtained 
a 
large 


holding of the beach and erected a 
cottage about its mid'way 
with the 


design, which has been tardily, even 
beyond his lifetime, carried out, of 
making here a line of cottages. The 
lots sold slowly but were purchased 
by the right sort of men. and now 
the sand dunes are topped all along 
the way by houses, some of which are 
quite tasteful and even ornamental, 
and' but few of them are unoccupied. 
The occupants1 are generally Ports- 
mouth people, who thus place their 
Summer homes in close proximity to 
the ocean, in preference to seeking 
the change that a remove into the 
interior country would bring to them 


That they "have made no mistake! 


in so doing is very evident. It is a! 
sociable community, at least so far 
as to reach from neighbor to neigh- 
bor, 
and they 
all 
wash 
from 
the 


same basin every comfortable day. 
It is a big, basin, well suited to its 
purpose, and not only gives physical 
comfort but cleans out all disagree- 
able sensations—for when they 
are 


dipping, splashing and swimming in 
the surf it is a case where "One 
touch of Nature makes 
the 
whole 


world kin", and everyone laughs and 
is happy. 


This "Glorious 
Fourth" 
was a 


marked! instance of all this. 
Some 


of the methods of the present day 
are taking the place of tho older sys- 
tem of celebrating by 
trumpet and 


drum, speech making and parades. 
A procession, a Fourth of July 
ad- 


dress and the reading of the Declara- 
tion o(l Independence suited Uie peo- 
ple of former days. 
This 
method 


bases of the sand heaps are seawalls, 
which while attempting, to say to old 
ocean, "Here 
shall 
thy 
proud 


waves be stayed", have in some in- 
stances shown that the mandate was 
given without authority, for the Win- 
ter storms have played havoc with 
some of 
them. 
These 
cottages, 


moreover, remind one of the parable 
of the man whose house was built 
upon the sand. 
But they are nice 


and good so long as they last. 


The veranda of one of the unoccu- 


pied cottages was a center ot opera- 
tions on the Fourth oD a jolly and 
delighted company 
of 
picnickers— 


young ladies and 
gentlemen 
from 


Portsmouth—who 
added 
consider- 


ably to the pleasure of the onlookers 
from the other 
cottages, 
as 
they 


semeed heartily to enjoy their outing 
and finished up the day with a bon- 
ftre on the beach. 
This, with 
the 


various groups of bathers, the ebb' 
and flow of the tide as the 
waves 


gradually advanced or 
receded) on 


the sand and covered or uncovered 
the ledges that rise a little off shore, 
together with the outer edge of the 
thunder shower that at noon, was so 
severe at Portsmouth, and the occa- 
sional bursting of the irrepressible 
fire crackers—with the "this, 
that 


and the other" that goes to complete 
a day's enjoyment, at length brought 
supper time and good appetites. 


The evening with its almost full 


moon came on, and with it the fire- 
works. 
At several points the vari- 


ous neighborhoods1 formed combina- 
tions and made a very handsome dis- 
play all along the line until 
after 


nine-thirty 
o'clock. 
Across 
the 


water, at Appledore Island, the usual 
big bonfire was throwing its bright 
light ashore. The sea seemed to en- 
joy it all and came at high tide away 
up to the fireworks as though wish- 
ing to participate—just like some 
people who meddle with what does 
not concern them. It also took into 
its witless maw- several of the 
fire 


balloons that our people were trying 
to send up; and carried away some 
of the stanchions put up for the fire- 
works. 


And thus ended, for Wallis Sands, 


the Fourth ofi July, 1906.

OBEAT NATUBAL BRIDGE. 


Terrible Battle Between Mount <Hood 


And Mount Adams Brought De- 


struction to "Bridge of 


the Gods." 


The cascades in the Columbia river 


near the Dalles are a very interesting 
subject for the geologist and scientist. 
At this point about 10,000,000 
cubic 


feet of water pass each second of time 
during high water and about 4,000,- 
000 cubic feet »f water at low water 
stage in the river. , The water rushes 
and dashes over 
great rocks and 


through crevices and 
forms 
many 


waterfalls and deep, swirling pools. 
From the topography of the adjacent 
country the scientist judges that at 
one time there was here either a won- 
derful waterfall or, as Indian legend 
has it, an immense natural bridge. 
Let us follow out the Indian tradi- 
tion about the place, says Wilhelmn's 
Magazine. 


Indian lore has It that at this point 


there was a natural bridge across the 
Columbia and that beneath thfs im- 
mense natural 
archway flowed the 


rolling river and that the redmeii nav- 
igated this water way in their ca- 
noes. 
This bridge was covered .with 


pines and firs and a trail passed over 
it leading from bank to bank. 
The 


name of this trail was in the Indian 
language "Tomanowas," which 
means? 


"bridge of the gods." As the Indians 
have no written language, this history 
has been handed down by won; of 
mouth from one generation to ano'hei 
for hundreds and hundreds of years 
until the present day.

strong, clear tea of common hay will 
preserve the color of French linens. 
Vinegar in the rinsing water for piu* 
and green fabrics will .brighten these 
colors, and soda answers tho same 
purpose for both purple 
and blue. 


Tnc-colors of the above fabrics may 
be preserved by using a strong, milk- 
warm lather of white soap, putting 
the dress into it. instead ot rubbing It 
on' the material, and stirring into a 
first and second tub of riling water 
a large tablespoonful of ox gall.

But all three authors do not col- 


lectively make up the mass of Lon- 
don humor.

who use their horses as friends from 
whom to draw inspiration 
for their 


sallies of humor, and one 
wonders 


what will become of all this when the 
horseless vehicle is the universal mode 
of vehicular traction. Surely the man 
who turns a handle is not the same 
as the man who holds the reins and 
can not get out of electricity and pe- 
troleum what has been got out of the 
pulsations of horses. 


It comes to us from the railway por- 


ters and servants who keep at bay the 
troublesome multitude by deftly turn- 
Ing into broad farce events which be- 
gin seriously. It comes, too, from 
hotel and restaurant waiters, who see 
enough of the grim humors of life to 
become an almost endless source of 
inspiration. But it is also apparent on 
the surface. Butcher boy and baker 
boy and shop boy are full of it. They 
carry their goods along in happy ig- 
norance of the sport they give to those 
who can note the humorous in life. 
And the costermonger and itinerant 
dealer, to be met with almost every- 
where, are special products of London 
who can not fail to attract. 


One does not quite meet the counter-

of 12, and congress, under the jaw, 
was dissolved. 


This placed Lee in a peculiar posi- 


tion. He bad been declared legally en- 
titled to his seat, bftt never was sworn 
in, and never was paid. For 25 years 
he has been unable to collect his sal' 
ary. 


A few years ago Miss Benjamin went 


to Washington to work as a clerk Aft- 
er she had been there awhile some one 
told her of Lee's story.
